How ſoon this came tobe noiſed, the perfect ·

more than they ſpake; however now they had 


nothing left them, but either to do or die. 
Whereupon (and being mightily encouraged 


by the treaſurer's ample promiſes of aſſiſtance 
and ſharing in their Jot) — 


their fear, and went to work. 
And indeed it is remarkable, that there- 

after they acted ſo far contrary to thoſe rules 

of prudence and policy, whereby they had 


been accuſtomed to manage their affairs, that 


all men began to eſpy a fatality in it. 

For they bowed not (as formerly the

Neither did they at firſt urge the practice 8 
of their liturgy upon the remoteſt dioceſes, 


and other places, where there was the leaſt 
averſeneſs from ſuch changes, but made the 
firſt eſſays where oppoſition was moſt probably 
to be expected. .

Thus they began the work in the city of 
Edinburgh, where upon the 16" of foly 
1637 (at their command) the miniſters in 
their ſeveral pulpits made intimation that the 
next ſabbath (being the 23*) the ſervice-book 
would be read in all the churches, extolling 


the benefit of it, and exhorting the people to 


comply with it. | 
When the next ſabbath was come, two of 
thoſe miniſters that had made the intimarion 
— Mr. Andrew Ramſay, and Mr. Henry 
ollock, having gotten ſome notice of the 
oppoſition that was to be made) kept the old 
way. of worſhip, and meddled not with the 
book ; but the reſt reſolved to read it; and 
that the work might be done in St. Giles's 
kirk with the greater —_— the biſhop 
of Edinburgh came there himſelf from Holy- 
roodhouſe to aſſiſt at it, ==: 


No ſooner was the ſervice begun, but a 


multitude of wives and ſerving women in the 


ſeveral churches, roſe in a tumultuous way, 
e | and. 


exclamations, threw the ſtools they ſate on 
at the preachers, and thereafter invaded them 


more nearly, and ſtrove to pull them from 


heir pulpits, whereby they had much ado to 


+ ſcape their hands, and retire to their houſes, 


And for the biſhop (againſt whom their 
wrath was moſt bong the magiſtrates found - 
difficulty enough to reſcue him; and when 
they had brought him without the church, he 


vas yet in danger to have been murdered in 


the ſtreet, had not (by providence) the earl 
of Roxburgh (who by the death of 'Thomas 
carl of Haddington had lately been made 
privy-ſeal) received him into his coach, which 
drove ſo quickly, that they could not over- 
take them. 
This tumult was taken to be but a raſh e- 
mergent, without any predeliberation; where - 
as the truth is, it was the reſult of a conſul 
tation at Edinburgh in April, at which time 
Mr. Alexander Henderſon came thither from 
his brethren in Fife, and Mr. David Dickſon 
fromthoſe in the weſt country; and thoſe two 
having communicated to my lord Balmerino 
and Sir Thomas Hope the minds of thoſe they 
came from, and gotten their approbation there · 
to, did afterwards meet at the houſe of Ni- 
cholas Balfour in the Cowgate, with Niche» 
las, Eupham Henderſon, Bethia and Elſpa 


Craig, and ſeveral other matrons, and re- 
commended to them, that they and.their ad- 
herents might give the firſt affront to the

Mr. Alexander Henderlon returned to Fife,

Notwithſtanding the affront in Edinburgh 
(which ſhould have made the biſhops more
